mediate war debt dilemma by accept- 
ing all payments in silver for six 
months. .The vote was 64 to 21. 

Only three democrats voted against 
this plan on final passage. They 
were Senators Glass, Virginia: Bulk- 
ley, Ohio, and Bailey, North Caro- 
lina.

HUGE BRITISH LOAN 
OBTAINED BY PARI 


Question of December- 
June Debt Payments to 
Wa S. Brought to Fore. 


PARIS, April 28.—(4)—The quies- 
tion of paying the December and June 
debt installments to the United States 
was brought sharply to the fore in 
government quarters today, at the 
time that the French treasury bor- 
rowed 30,000,000 pounds ($114,000,- 
000), from a group of English banks. 


The loan was made in England be- 
cause the French market cannot ab- 
sorb a bond issue now, the finance 
ministry explained, and* would have 
the effect, it was said, of protecting 
gold stores in the Bank of France. 

The conclusion of the economic 
talks in Washington between Former 
Premier Edouard Herriot and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Finance Minister 
Georges Bonnet’s announcement of 
the English loan were both déscribed 
semi-officially as being pleasing to 
the government. 

The announcement of the transac- 
tion said “the French treasury has 
concluded an operation under the 
terms of which it has contracted from 
a a = English banks a loan of 
30,000, pounds for six months at 
21-2 per cent.” The possibility of 


repayment at the end of three months 
was provided for, and negotiation of 
securities given the banks by the 
treasury was forbidden. 


Financial quarters expect the Brit- 
ish banks to obtain francs from the 
British equalization fund, which has 
been a heavy purchaser of the franc 
in order to keep the pound rate low. 

Meanwhile, Premier Edouard Da- 
ladier is known to be anxious to get 
the December 15 defaulted payment 
of about $19,000,000 off the books 
and he is strongly hopeful that M. 
Herriot will bring such assurances 
from the White House conversations 
so that the premier can ask parlia- 
ment for the necessary credits. 

It was previously reported that a 
debt moratorium for the duration 
of the coming world economic confer- 
ence was sought to satisfy parlia- 
ment’s demands.

He can regulate everything pertain- 
ing to a farm except rainfall and 
frost, sun and the seasons. 

_ Wallace can do all tnese things by 
virtue of the five powerful weapons 
placed in his hands by the farm bill. 
_ First is the domestic allotment plan. 
Under it Wallace goes to the farmer 
and tells him to reduce production, 
say one-third. In return the federal 
government will pay to that farmer 
a bonus large enough to raise the 
present price to the average level be- 
tween 1909 and 1914 on that portion 
of the crop consumed in the United 
States. This agreement deals only 
with so-called basie crops which in 
this bill are defined as wheat, cotton, 
rice, dairy products, tobacco, corn, 
hogs and sugar. Wallace will get 
the money to pay this bonus by tax- 
ing processors—men who are in the 
business of converting farm crops into 
groceries and meat products. 

Cotton Option Plan.

TEXTILE INDUSTRY 
URGED TO REFORM 


W. D. Anderson, Macon, 
Says Industry Highly 
Respected by Solons. 


PINEHURST, N. C., April 28.— 
(P)—The American Cotton Manutac- 
turers’ Association heard warnings .o- 
day that it must put its own housr 
in order if federal intervention is to 
be avoided, but that present legisla- 
tion before congress has not been 
written without the interests of the 
textile industry in mind. 

B. B. Gossett, of Charlotte,” presi- 
dent of the association, said in his 
annual address that the association 
must move voluntarily to check over- 
production and other unsound prac- 
tices if governmental regulation is to 
be avoided. 

He urged greater attention to mer- 
chandising and_ distribution, and 
closer regard for seasonal demand as 
against headlong competitive produc- 
tion. 

William D. Anderson, of Macon, 
Ga., a manufacturer, described the 
work of the association’s legislative 
committee, headed by William C. 
Vereen, and said: 

“The textile industry is better 
known and better respected by both 
——— of congress and heads of 
departments of the federal government 
than ever before in its history. ‘lhe 
legislation now under discussion and 
which will probably be passed before 
the close of the special session of 
congress has been written and amend- 
ed with the views of the textile in- 
dustry in mind.” 

The cotton manufacturers also 
heard Arthur 8S. Dewing, professor 
of finance at Harvard University, 
discuss the banking situation. He 
urged a reform in fundamental prac- 
tices in finance instead of stricter 
government supervision.

Reasonable and _ strictly 
trolled inflation of the currency, as 
the main feature of the govern- 
ment’s war on low prices, is now 
assured, and there can be no doubt 
that such inflation will go far to- 
wards the return of prosperity. 

That inflation will be controlled 
so as to offer the least danger and 
to guarantee the greatest benefits 
is assured by the fact that the man- 
ner in which it will be applied will 
lie in the hands of the president. 
If, under existing conditions of un- 
rest throughout the country, this 
power had been left to congress, 
the danger of extreme steps in the 
direction of uncontrolled inflation 
would have been acute. 

The leaders of both houses, hav- 
ing full confidence in the president 
and being willing to trust to his 
judgment, took the safe course of 
putting the responsibility for the 
degree of inflation to be adopted 
upon him, rather than leaving it to 
the uncertain fate of congressional 
action. 

While President Roosevelt is lib- 
eral in his views, he is not an ex- 
tremist. He will not go any fur- 
ther than necessary to secure re- 
lief, but to speed up business gen- 
erally, and especially tn the effort 
to get better prices for agricultural 
products, he will not hesitate to go 
to any reasonable limit within the 
far-reaching powers granted him. 

Congress will place in his hands 
the necessary tools to reconstruct 
our economic structure.

will use remains to be seen, but it

PARRIS ISLAND’S VALUE. 


Business and public leaders of 
the cities and communities on the 
south Atlantic coast have united to 
protest the proposed abandonment 
of Parris Island, S. C., as a United 
States marine corps training sta- 
tion, stressing that such a step 
would be economically unsound. 


The government now has an in- 
vestment in the station of more 
than $2,500,000, most of the im- 
provements being of such a nature 
that if the abandonment plan is car- 
ried through, deterioration will be 
so rapid as to result in a com- 
paratively short time in the loss of 
a large part of the investment. The 
closing of the station will, it is 
pointed out, effect a saving of less 
than $175,000 a year. 

In many respects, Parris Island 
is ideally situated for use as a 
training station. Because of the 
mild climate, eight more weeks per 
year can be devoted to training 
than at the stations at Quantico 
and Norfolk. The same climatic 
conditions are also responsible for 
the fact that the health records at 
Parris Island are superior to those 
of other stations. 

The fact that the station is lo- 
cated on an island affords isolation 
of recruits while under training, 


and the proximity of the ocean has 
been of marked advantage in build- 
ing up the stamina of the men. 
Parris Island is one of the few 
major governmental activities in 
the south, and, from this stand- 
point, as well as the clearly estab- 
lished fact that it has many advan- 
tages over the other marine train- 
ing stations, its abandonment would 
not be in keeping with either ef- 
ficiency or real economy.

From many hours of conferences, 
scores of cablegrams and many com- 
muniques, these facts stood clear to- 
day: 

1. A foundation has been laid for 
adjustment of the British and French 
war debts. The president and Herriot 
announced they had gone over the en- 
tire situation in a “frank and friend- 


ly” way and that they hoped the debt 
conversations would be continued in 
Paris and Washington. Mr. Roose- 
velt has made it clear that France 
must pay its defaulted $19,000,000 in- 
stallment before its basic $4,000,000,- 
000 debt is reduced. 

2. The United States is sponsoring 
a tariff truce to prevent nations from 
raising their trade barriers before and 
during the world economic conference. 

To Press Disarmament. 

3. Agreements to press toward dis- 
armament, tariff reduction and mone- 
tary stabilization at the world dis- 
armament conference have been made 
between the United States, France 
and Great Britain. 

4. Secretary of State Hull probably 
will head the United States delega- 
tion to the London conference. As- 
sistant Secretary Moley and Chair- 
man Pittman, of the senate foreign 
relations committee, are prominently 
mentioned as members. 

5. The United States has accepted 
an invitation from the economic com- 
mittee of the League of Nations to a 
wheat conference on May 10. Argen- 
tina, Canada and Australia also have 
been invited. An effort will be made 
to raise world wheat prices. 

6. Efforts to ease the June 15 war 
debt payments will be made by the 
administration. 

Optimism fairly poured from the 
official summary of the Roosevelt- 
Herriot talks issued today although 
the two statesmen declared that no 
hard-and-fast agreements had been 
made, 

The Roosevelt-Bennett talks center- 
ed around tariff reductions and 
money. The two statesmen sought a 
basis for a United States-Canadian 
tariff reduction treaty. They also 
discussed lowering of gold reserves to 
put more currency into circulation 
and so boost prices. 

Reports of the Anglo-French finan- 
cial agreement, interpreted in some 
quarters as a potential danger to Mr. 
Roosevelt’s inflation plan, if it is di- 
rected toward keeping the dollar up, 
did not appear to worry administra- 
tion officials. 

Herriot, in a statement tonight to 
the American people on the eve of his 
return to France, delivered a straight- 
from-the-shoulder attack against the 
use of propaganda as a means of cre- 
ating good will and amity among na- 
tions. 

Praising the contacts he has had 
while in the United States this week, 
Herriot said: 

“T like the human side of the 
Americans. They have many good 
qualities—and they perhaps have also 
the same human defects of the 
French.” 

Herriot reiterated his often-repeat- 
ed praise of President Roosevelt as 
a leader in the world crisis. 

“T also had the pleasure in this 
visit,” he said, “of meeting and talk- 
ing with Mr. Roosevelt, one of the 
greatest presidents who ever has led 
the United States. 

“T have brought to the citizens of 
America a message of affection from 
France, and tomorrow, I shall take 
back a true souvenir of you Ameri- 
cans.” 

Herriot avoided any serious refer- 
ence to war debts or other phases of 
his conversations with President 
Roosevelt. 

Departing from his text, he spoke 
extemporaneously while his audience 
of men and women sipped real French 
champagne, 

“President Roosevelt wants to work 
unselfishly for the reconstruction of 
the world,” he said, “and in that ef- 
fort he appealed to France, and to 
myself, for co-operation. I was par- 
ticularly fortunate because I long 
have sought to associate myself with 
the effort for peace and order. 

“T can tell you the conference of 
Washington has had a very good ef- 
fect. President Roosevelt is trying 
to put method and order in a difficult 
situation. 

“The world is at the present time 
very upset. (He used the English 
word and the audience laughed and 
applauded.) 

“There is much suffering and I sin- 
cerely hope and believe that politics 
and morality must always work to- 
gether to relieve it. We are trying 
to do that, and with very good results, 
I may say. 

“Much has been said against 
France, not only in your country but 
elsewhere. But France is not selfish. 
She has suffered. She has _ been 
martyrized, but she has surmounted 
her difficulty. 

“France, my American friends, will 
join her effort to that of the. United 
States for peace and recovery. She 
wishes to work with the United 
States and Great Britain in this move 
and we are succeeding.”

DRASTIC ARMY SLASHES 


BY STATE DEPARTMENT OPPOSED IN SOUTH 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—Alarm- 
ed over the drastic slashes recommend- 
ed by Director of the Budget Douglas, 
in respect to army and navy appro- 
priations for the fiscal year 1934, 
house members of the states of Geor- 
gia, Florida and South Carolina held 
a joint caucus Thursday to devise 
ways and means of preventing the 
crippling of activities at army and 
navy posts in these three southern 
commonwealths. 

Representative John J. McSwain, of 
South Carolina, was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to call upon Secretary 
of the Navy Swanson and protest 
against a cut in personnel or activity 
at the Charleston navy yard, Pensa- 
cola naval station, Paris Island ma- 
rine station and other naval stations 
throughout the south Atlantic states. 

It was explained by a number of 
state representatives that if the budg- 
et bureau carried out its present in- 
tention of economy, activities at Forts 
Benning, Screven, Oglethorpe and 
Moultrie would be noticeably  cur- 
tailed. 

“We are all in favor of reasonable 
economy in governmental expendi- 
tures,” said one member who did not 
wish his identity revealed, “but if we 
rightly understand the slashes intend- 
ed to be put into effect by the budget 
director the states of Georgia, Florida 
and South Carolina will be seriously 
affected.” 


Securities Legislation | 
Imperative--Fletcher 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—()— 
In a formal report on the adminis- 
tration securities bill to the senate 
today, Chairman Fletcher, of the 
banking committee, said it was “im- 
perative” that the government enact 
such legislation, citing estimates that 
investors have lost as much as $25,- 
000,000,000 during the last 10 years. 

“The necessity for the bill,” 
Fletcher said in the committee _ re- 
port, “arises out of the fact that 
billions of dollars have been invested 
in practically worthless securities, 
both foreign and domestic, including 
those of foreign governments, b- the 
American public through incomplete, 
careless or false representations. The 
result is dire national distress.” 

Fletcher said the United States 
‘lags far behind other nations’ in 
the protection of investors.

Hundreds saw the first presentation 
of the pageant Thursday afternoon, in 
which a cast of 2,500 participated, and 
Will remain for a second opportunity 
to view the vivid enactment of state 
history, while hundreds of others are 
expected to see the final showing.

New Type Pine Pulp Paper Is Used 
For Printing North Georgia News 


SAVANNAH, Ga., April 28.—(?)— 
Copies of the North Georgia News, 
a weekly newspaper published at 
Blairsville, were displayed here to- 
day as proof that newsprint can be 
made of various sorts of Georgia pine 
pulp. 

The News was printed on paper 
made of pinus Virginia trees in the 
experimental laboratory of Dr. 
Charles Herty. 

Previously, Dr. Herty had met with 
success in making newsprint of every 


other species of Georgia pine—lob- 
lolly, slash, long leaf. The Soperton 
(Ga.) News was the first paper to be 
printed on newsprint made of Georgia 
pine pulp other than pinus Virginia. 

The pinus Virginia trees grow in 
north Georgia and were the latest to 
be tested. Dr. Herty said they make 
even a finer grade and a stronger 
paper than some other types of pine. 

J. P. Davenport, editor of the North 
Georgia News, had the trees cut in 
the Blairsville section and sent them 
to the laboratory.

affairs since 
these presentments were filed does not 
lead this body to believe that any 
changes in its recommendations are 
necessary. 

This body, through regularly ap- 
pointed committees, has made the 
usual inspection of the county jail, 


er county institutions which we are 
required by law to inspect. We have 
no specific recommendations to make 
with refernce to these institutions 
with the exception of the county jail. 
The condition of this building is such 
that not infrequently prisoners in- 
carcerated therein escape. It is the 
opinion of this body that the present 


usefulness and Fulton county is faced 
with the problem of eventually replac- 
ing it with a. building that will more 
nearly meet the demands : of _ the 
county. 

With conditions prevailing as at 
present, this body cannot recommend 
the undertaking of the construction of 
the new jail at the present time. Until 
such time arrives that the county can 
afford a new jail building, we recom- 
mend that such necessary repairs as 
will guarantee the safe keeping of in- 
mates in this building be made now, 
but we do not think any extensive 
alternations should be attempted as 
the building is obsolete. 

In our previous presentments we 
have called attention to the fact that 
field maps in the tax assessor’s office 
was discontinued last year as an 
economy move. We believe that ac 
curate and continuous records in this 
respect are essential to a fair and 
equitable assessment for the purposes 
of taxation. We further believe that 
the cost of maintaining these field 
maps will be offset many times in the 
collection of additional taxes made 
possible by the information. that can 
be had only in the continous operation 
and adding to of the field book and 


maps in the tax assessor’s office. 

The grand jury wishes to include 
in its presentments an expression of 
confidence in Mr. J. W. Simmons, 
clerk of the superior court, and to re- 
iterate our previous recommendations 
with reference to indexing. and re- 
placing worn out county records. We 
believe that Mr. Simmons is really a 
servant of the people and is honestly 
working towards the end that his of- 
fice may protect the records and deeds 
of the courts and people. 

It has been called to our attention 
that evidence brought forth in the 
police court on cases bound over by

We recommend to the citize.s of 
Fulton county the adoption of a leg- 
lative program having for its aims 
the following: 

1. Provisions by law for a mini- 
mum and maximum salary that may 
be paid by the county to all electire 
or appointive officials. The amount 
of salaries for elective officials to be 
fixed by a commission composed of 
the foremen of the last five grand 
juries available. The salaries of ap- 
pointive officials to be fixed within 
the limitations prescribed by law by 
the appointing authority. 

2. The election of representatives 
to both houses of the legislature who 
are in accord on a_ legislative pro- 
gram, particularly with reference to 
local legislation affecting Fulton 
county. 

3. Legislation requiring the ap- 
proval of the January-February grand 
jury of the yearly county budget of 
Fulton county before its adoption by 
the county commission. 

4. Legislation providing for the 
election of municipal court judges 
and other municipal court officials 
by a popular vote of the people. 

In conclusion, we wish to express 
our deep and sincere regret that con- 
troversies have arisen during our 
service. For your honor in your pri- 
vate capacity, we profess the warmest 
regard. The controversy, however, is 
public, not private. We have not en- 
gaged in the public controversy ex- 
cept in a public cause. 

We recommend to the court the 
publication of these presentments as 
required by law, in the three Atlanta 
daily papers. The charges for such 
publication to be paid upon certifi- 
cate of the judge, as other court ex- 
penses are now paid out of the county 
treasury. This, we feel, is under ex- 
isting circumstances necessary, in or- 
der that citizens of Fulton county 
may have full knowledge of the mat 
ters herein referred to.

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WIDE GAINS NOTED 
IN STEEL INDUSTRY 


Magazine Report Hike in 
Prices and Ingot Pro- 
duction. 


CLEVELAND, April 28.—(P)— 
Further sharp upturns in production 
and climbing prices were reported in 
the steel industry today. 

The magazine Steel led off with 
the announcement it would report 
next Monday that steel ingot produc- 
tion in the United States for the 
week ended April 29 would attain 29 
per cent of capacity. 

Since the month opened with pro- 
duction at an average of 15 per cent 
of capacity, the 29 per cent average 
will mean that the output has prac- 
tically doubled during the month. 

Almost simultaneously, the maga- 
zine Daily Metal Trade said a lead- 
ing steel sheet producer in the Pitts- 
burgh area was, announcing an in- 
crease of $2 a ton for hot rolled and 
hot rolled annealed sheets. 

The magazine said this 
was also stepping up light and heavy 


and expected a similar advance in- cold 
rolled strip. It was stressed these 
prices were expected to hold only for 
the second quarter. 

Steel sales executives at Youngs- 
town confirmed that an increase of 
$2 a ton for hot rolled sheets and 
strip and $3 a ton for cold rolled 
sheets and strip was looked for. 

Rises in ingot production in the 
steel districts of Youngstown and 
Cleveland were simultaneously noted. 
The magazine Steel expected Cleve- 
land district operations to reach 50 
per cent of capacity next week, a 
igher figure than any in two years. 

This week’s production in the Cleve- 
land district was estimated at 41 per 
cent against 36 per cent last week. 
The Youngstown correspondent of 
Steel said operations in that district 
would soon average 30 per cent, high- 
er than at any time since mid-Febru- 
ary, 1932.

It is usually a policy of sound bid- 
ding that rebiddable suits should be 
shown. However, the showing of these 
suits, particularly in the’case of the 
Responding Hand, often is disturbed 
by the fact that these bids may be 
read as “Sign-offs’—in other words, 
that partner may decide that the best 
policy is to leave the bidding alone 
In cases such as these, it is necessary 
to disregard the fact that a suit is 
stronger than the. previous bidding 
has indicated and boldly strike out 
with an aggressive, though slightly 
dangerous bid. 

Such a situation confronted Mr. 
Lester Bachner in a semi-final match 
for the team-of-four championship 
played recently at the Roosevelt ho- 
tel, New York city. Mr. Bachner 
was a member of the New York 
Bridge Whist Club team, which lost 
in the semi-finals to the Crockford’s 
Club aggregation by a score of only 
60 points. Mr. Bachner sat South 
on the following hand:

em. 


As the play developed, Mr. Bach- 
ner could not fail to get an oppor- 
tunity for a series of end-plays. The 
Opening heart-lead placed East in the 
lead with his singleton King. Un- 
able to return this suit, the Knave 
of spades was finally returned. When 
this trick was won with the Ace, the 
Opening leader was forced to lead 
another heart, which was won by De- 
clarer with the Queen. Another spade 
lead disclosed the fact that West was 
void of that suit, and the finesse 
of the diamond Queen was _ taken. 
When this held, Declarer had no more 
problems, as the lead of the diamond 
Ace, followed by “another diamond, 
forced a lead from West, which was 
bound to produce the ninth trick. 
Leading the good diamond would 
merely set up the suit in Declarer’s 
hand, while the lead of the club would 
obviate any guess as to the location 
of the Queen. Actually the club was 
led, and Mr. Bachner spread his hand 
for the nine necessary tricks.

WASHENGTON, April 28.—(?)— | 
A continuing parade of witnesses be- 
fore the house labor committee today 
piled up objections to numerous 
points in Secretary Perkins’ plan for 
establishment of minimum wage sched- 
ules and for federal control of produc- 
tion and hours of work. 


The secretary of labor kept in close 
touch with developments. When she 
went to the White House cabinet 
meeting this afternoon, she took along 
for the president a summary of the 
testimony of the last few days before 
the house committee. At Miss Per- 
kins’ office it was said that she was’ 
“gratified by the volume of mail” ap- 
proving her plan. 

In today’s hearings, Chairman Con- 
nery announced that the committee 
would be ready to take up the bill in 
executive session “next Friday or be- 
fore.’ He agreed with many other 
committee members that some change 
should be made in the bill so it would 
require manufacturers doing both in- 
terstate and intrastate business. to 
comply with the proposed 30-hour 
work week maximum. It now applies 
to only interstate concerns. 

Another opponent of the legisla- 

tion was William Goldman, of New 
York, president of the Clothing Manu- 
facturers’ Research Board, who said 
“I don’t see how I could continue to 
operate as a clothing manufacturer 
under this bill.” 
Charles Rockwell, vice president of 
the Collins & Aikman, textile manu- 
facturers in North Carolina, Rhode 
Island and New York, approved a 
shorter work week,. but suggested it 
be made 32 hours so workmen could 
put in all their time in four. eight-hour

The 32-hour week, he testified, would 
increase cost 25 per cent and, if wages 
were maintained, allow the textile 
worker ‘45 per cent in more real dol- 
lars than in 1912.”

Still speaking of the conference. ‘he 
declared : | 

“You as a creditor nation know cer- 
tainly that paying debts due the 
United States is possible only in the 
form of doilar remittances or the im- 
porting of goods. 

“Among the questions which must 

be solved by . the conference 
is found the compelling necessity for 
the re-establishment of firm value re- 
lations between the different curren- 
cies which will make merchant's com- 
putation possible. 
_ “The other matter I would mention 
is the question of international as 
well as private debt relations. of 
which I have ever urged-a permanent 
solution, the necessity of which in 
principle was already recognized by 
all contracting parties in the first 
standstill agreement.” 

In speaking of what he repeatedly 
called the “German revolution,” Dr. 
Luther said: 

“The Germans are still the old Ger- 
man people.” 

He said the nation would never 
cease to carry oh its cultural and in- 
‘tellectual ideals. 

Unnatural Pressure. 

“If to some of you ladies and gen- 
tlemen,” Dr. Luther said, “any of the 
happenings in Germany seem too rap- 
id, or too evident, or exaggerated, 
pray no not forget that these develop- 
ments took place in Germany under 
unnatural pressure of the situation 
created by the treaty of Versailles. 

“This excessive pressure curtailed 
the sphere of life of the German peo- 
pl to such a degree that those who 
were not in the possession of the posi- 
tion that guaranteed spiritual and ma- 
terial existence passed into a state of 
material and spiritual distress, in 
which self-preservation and self-main- 
tenance by extraordinary means were 
forced upon the German people. 

“IT have ever felt a profound ad- 
miration, and I dare to say, persona! 
gratitude, to the United States for 
refusing, with the most delicate po- 
litical instinct, to ratify the treaty of 
Versailles.” 

Earlier in his address, he said: 

“Stating the case with moderation, 
a flood of criticism bas in recent 
weeks been poured over Germany in 
foreign countries, But I am fully con- 
vinced that in a group like yours, 
thoroughly averse to slogans, disfig- 
uring of the truth is clearly perceived 
and distinction readily drawn between 
the policy and volition of a govern- 
ment, and the occasional effervescence 
of the youthful vigor and enthusiasm 
which have ever accompanied revolu- 
a ae ae 
Aim of Revolution. 

“Now concerning the meaning and 
aim of this revolution. 

“It is the national rebirth of a peo- 
ple. It is, according to the belief of 
the majority of the German people, 
the final fulfillment of a thousand- 
year-old wish which not even the Bis- 
marck empire has been able to fulfill 
completely. The other great peoples 
long since completed the process of 
becoming a nation. 

“It is only another aspect of the 
national renaissance of Germany that 
she directed the power of her national 
will against certain anational move- 
ments which only through a rather 
inexact but universal way of expres- 
sion are called international. ss
